CARACAS, Ven ezu ela (AP) — The 
third Un ited Natio n s Law o f the Sea Co n ­ 
feren ce has en ded with a call fo r n ego tia­ 
tio n s o n a treaty fo r sign in g n ex t y ear 
go v ern in g the u se an d p ro tectio n o f 
o cean s. 
“The stage o f discu ssio n in the fo rm o f 
gen eral statemen ts an d set sp eeches 
mu st be reco gn ized as defin itely o v er," 
said the co n feren ce p residen t, Hamilto n 
S. Amerasin ghe o f Sri Lan k a, at the clo s­ 
in g sessio n Thu rsday . “The time has 
co me fo r activ e, serio u s an d earn est 
n ego tiatio n s.” 
After three week s o f p o licy statemen ts 
fro m the 148 n atio n s rep resen ted an d 
an o ther sev en week s o f discu ssio n s in 


three wo rk in g co mmittees, the co n ­ 
feren ce failed to agree o n a treaty p ro ­ 
v isio n co v erin g an y o f the 100 agen da 
items. 


Man y o f the 5.000 delegates an d o b­ 
serv ers had already left Caracas an d 
were lo o k in g ahead to the n ex t co n ­ 
feren ce in Gen ev a startin g March 17. 
Man y delegates in dicated they ho p e to 
ho ld bilateral o r regio n al meetin gs 
befo re then to try to reso lv e differen ces. 


The mo st sign ifican t achiev emen t o f 
the co n feren ces was an agreemen t in 
p rin cip le by all o f the delegates that the 
limits o f territo rial waters sho u ld be ex ­ 
ten ded fro m 3 to 12 miles.

Witnesses say whole truth 
not told, officer threatened 


KANSAS CITY (AP) — Pro mo to ers o f 
the Ozark Mu sic Festiv al in Sedalia, Mo ., 
last mo n th didn ’t tell the tru th abo u t 
m edical an d secu rity n eeds, an d 
threaten ed a highway p atro l o fficer fo r 
mak in g dru g arrests, sev eral witn esses 
testified Thu rsday n ight. 
Lt. Tho mas V. Po in dex ter, statio n ed in 
Lee’s Su mmit to ld a sp ecial Misso u ri 
Sen ate co mmittee that he made 15 dru g 
arrests o n the state fairgro u n ds o n Ju ly 
16, fo u r day s befo re the festiv al o p en ed. 
He said fo u r p atro l cars were damaged 
as o fficers tried to remo v e the 15 y o u n g 
p erso n s fro m the gro u n ds. 
Three ho u rs later, Po in dex ter said, he 
go t a telep ho n e call fro m Dav id A. Kin - 
to n , atto rn ey fo r Mu sical Pro du ctio n s 
In c., the firm that leased the fairgro u n ds 
fo r a three-day festiv al. 
The o fficer q u o ted Kin to n as say in g, 
“What right hav e y o u to arrest these p eo ­ 
p le? Yo u are go in g to ru in the chan ces to 
mak e the festiv al a su ccess. I’ll get y o u 
fo r this. I’ll get all o f y o u fo r this.” 


Po in dex ter testified he ask ed if Kin to n 
was threaten in g him an d Kin to n rep lied: 
“Yes, I am ,” an d added that he wo u ld 
call Go v . Christo p her Bo n d, Atty . Gen . 
Jo hn Dan fo rth, an d Samu el S. Smith, 
highway p atro l su p erin ten den t. 
Smith called him later, Po in dex ter 
testified, an d p ledged fu ll su p p o rt o n the 
arrests, say in g he had heard fro m Kin ­ 
to n . Po in dex ter said he didn ’t k n o w if 
Kin to n had called the go v ern o r an d at­ 
to rn ey gen eral. 
Po in dex ter said three day s after the 
call he go t a letter fro m Kin to n ap lo giz- 
in g “fo r my wo rds.” The letter was giv en 
to the co mmittee. 
Dr. Albert J. Camp bell, Sedalia p hy si­ 
cian who wo rk s fo r the state fair each 
y ear, was en gaged by the p ro mo ters to 
arran ge medical care at the mu sic 
festiv al. 
“The p ro blem was misrep resen ted to 
u s fro m the v ery start,” Dr. Camp bell 
testified: “The who le festiv al was mis­ 
rep resen ted fro m the v ery start. We 
were n ev er to ld the tru th.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen io r defen se 
o fficials wo u ld be v ery hesitan t to accep t 
deserters o r draft do dgers if an y sho u ld 
v o lu n teer fo r m ilitary serv ice u n der 
Presiden t Fo rd’s co n ditio n al amn esty 
p ro gram. 
Ho wev er, Pen tago n so u rces rep o rtin g 
this said the p o ssibility o f su ch serv ice 
fo r so me Vietn am-era deserters can n o t 
be en tirely ru led o u t. 
They su ggested defen se o fficials might 
be willin g to co n sider, o n a case-by -case 
basis, tak in g back so me men who wen t 
o v er the hill fo r reaso n s u n related to the 
Vietn am war o r to crimin al acts co m­ 
mitted while in serv ice. 
The Pen tago n claim s its an aly sis 
sho ws that o n ly abo u t 6 p er cen t o f the 
4,19 4 deserters who fled to fo reign co u n ­ 
tries after Ju ly , 19 6 6 , are k n o wn to hav e 
acted becau se o f o bjectio n s to the Viet­ 
n am war o r p acifist beliefs in gen eral. 
Other reaso n s cited in clu ded family , 
fin an cial o r p erso n al tro u bles, in ability 
to adju st to military life an d charges fo r 
o ther k in ds o f o ffen ses. No reaso n s were 
stated in abo u t 45 p er cen t o f the cases. 
Officials said the cases were in ­ 
v estigated by q u estio n in g relativ es, 
frien ds, fo rmer co mrades, o fficers who 
led them, an d man y o f the 1,400 deserters 
who hav e retu rn ed o v er the y ears. 
Pen tago n an d Ju stice Dep artm en t 
lawy ers are shap in g fin al reco mmen da­ 
tio n s befo re Secretary o f Defen se Jam es 
R. Schlesin ger an d Atty . Gen . William B. 
Sax be han d them to Fo rd Satu rday 
mo rn in g. Abo u t 28,000 deserters an d 
so me 14,000 draft do dgers in this co u n try 
an d abro ad are in v o lv ed. 


After Sax be an d Schlesin ger met o n 
Thu rsday , the atto rn ey gen eral said they 
had “n arro wed do wn ” the p lan as they 
mo v ed to ward a jo in t p o sitio n . 
He 
declin ed to go in to detail. 


There were n o in dicatio n s o f an y m a­ 
jo r differen ces between the Pen tago n 
an d the Ju stice Dep artmen t. On e defen se 
o fficial said S ax be’s stated v iews 
p arallel tho se in the Pen tago n o n p o ssi­ 
ble altern ativ e p u blic serv ice fo r de­ 
serters an d draft do dgers as a way o f 
wo rk in g their way back in to U.S. so ciety .

Sp eak in g at su m m er co mmen cemen t 
ex ercises. Fo rd said to o man y co llege 
gradu ates fin d a lack o f jo b o p p o rtu n ities 
fo r their sk ills an d, after fu rther stu dy 
an d the acq u isitio n o f n ew talen ts, are 
to ld they are o v erq u alified fo r emp lo y ­ 
men t. 
“Altho u gh this admin istratio n will n o t 
mak e p ro mises it can n o t k eep ,” he said. 
“I do wan t to p ledge o n e thin g to y o u 
here an d n o w: I will do ev ery thin g in my 
p o wer to brin g edu catio n an d emp lo y ers 
to gether in a n ew climiate o f credibility

WHAT the Bible says about itself. 
P ART ONE — its names and titles. 
BIBLE — Our English word Bible comes from the Greek 
words biblos and biblion used in Matt. 11; and Lk. 4:17. 
The words mean BOOK. Ancient books were written upon 
(biblus) or papyrus reed, and from this custom came the 
Greek name biblos which w as finally given to all sacred 
books. 
The Bible is not merely a book. It is THE BOOK — the Book 
that from the importance of its subjects, the wideness of its 
range, the majesty of its Author, stands as high above all 
other books as the heaven is high above the earth. 
OLD AND NEW TESTAMENTS — The word Testament 
means Covenant, and is the term which God chose to use to 
express the relation that existed between Himself and His 
people. The term Covenant w as first applied to the relation 
itself, and later to the books which contained the record of 
that relation. 
The O ld Testament deals with the record of the calling and 
history of the Jew ish nation, and as such ir is the Old 
Covenant.

With Saiyut 3 station 


MOSCOW (AP) — Western space ex­ 
perts were convinced Thursday that the 
two Soyuz 15 cosmonauts tried and failed 
to dock at the orbiting Saiyut 3 space sta­ 
tion, causing premature termination of 
their mission. It brought about the Soviet 
Union’s first nighttime cosmonaut land­ 
ing. 
The specialists felt the Soyuz capsule 
was probably damaged during the at­ 
tempted linkup, forcing cosmonauts 
Gennady Sarafanov and Leve Demin to 
return to earth after only 50 hours and 12 
minutes in space. 


They soft-landed Wednesday night on 
the steppes of northern Kazakhstan and 
officially were reported to be “ feeling 
well.” But the official accounts of the 
flight pointedly omitted the customary 
description of the mission as successful. 
Progress reports during the brief flight

Five children were injured when 
they “tripped on a toy or other 
object and fell onto the toy chest.” 
Alas, NEISS even found that one 
child fell out of a rocking chair and 
onto his toy chest. 


But enough. Too much of this 
sort of thing is apt to turn a 
taxpayer into a raving maniac.

Merry-go-round 
Saigon’s ‘justice’ 
corrupt, dilatory

WASHINGTON — Rumors of injustice 
and corruption in Saigon have always been 
rife, but only rarely do secret documents 
from South Vietnam’s own leaders confirm 
the existence of such sordid conditions. 


The documents, directly from the files of 
Premier Tran Thien Khiem, show that 
prisoners were held without trial for up to 
five years and that others were acquitted 
but remained locked up. 


In 
classified 
memos 
begging 
his 
ministers of justice and interior and the 
national police chief to discipline their 
underlings, the premier, a reputedly decent 
man, admits such horrors exist. 


“ Persons have been indicted and held for 
exceedingly long periods of time without 
being brought to trial,” Khiem said. There 
are “ 191 prisoners...in Chau Doc re­ 
education center; many have been held for 
two to five years without trial.” 


Some suspects, including a “peasant 
woman from Be Yuyen” were held without 
trial, then transferred to ano;ner camp 
where “ they were virtually forgotten.” 
Eventually, they were found not guilty. 


But even those proven guiltless may 
languish in prison, Khiem complained. 
“ After being acquitted or given suspended 
sentences (victims) were nonetheless held 
in prison (in) An Xuyen and Chau Doc 
provinces.” Some of these abuses, wrote 
Khiem, can be eliminated if “ dishonest 
officials” are fired. 


In a three-point program, the premier 
urges his interior, justice and national 
police aides to accord suspects their rights 
and come down on recalcitrant police who 
“ decrease the honor of the national police 
forces and prestige of the government.” 


Footnote: In fairness, it should be said 
that the police and the prison system in 
North Vietnam are worse. In our visits to 
Vietnam 
and 
talks 
with 
captured 
Communists, we have found little evidence 
that Hanoi 
believes 
in 
the humane 


treatment of prisoners. And the torture 
stories of U.S. POWs, for example, brought 
no call for prison reform from North 
Vietnamese leaders.

HISTORY LESSON: Famed historian 
Daniel J . Boorstin used some 16 5,000 in 
government employes’ time and federal 
facilities to help him write his Pulitzer 
Prize-winning book, “ The Americans — 
The Democratic Experience .” 


According to government attorneys, the 
use of taxpayers’ money for such private 
activities is against regulations. Boorstin 
claims 
it 
is 
common 
practice 
for 
universities to allow scholars use of 
students, researchers and office space. 


Boorstin, director of the Smithsonian 


Museum of History & Technology, used 
two of the museum’s historian researchers, 
Peter Marzio and Louis Gorr, to work on 
the book. They alternately shared the 
duties over a three-year period. Their 
salaries, while on the project, totaled more 
than $35,000. 


Boorstin’s personal secretary also helped 
the enterprising prize winner. She typed 
away on his handwritten manuscript for 
the better part of a year. In addition, some 
$15,000 in federal funds were spent to 
convert a conference room into a private 
library for the prestigious author. 


Boorstin conceded that none of his 
royalties will be used to reimburse the U. 
S. treasury. He told my reporter Ed 
Tropeano that he divided his work day 
between his book and museum matters, 
and that his project had the approval of the 
Smithsonian.

No ‘risk’ is involved 


Recently 
this 
newspaper editorially 
criticized members of I.BJS.W. Local 
Union No. 124 and Plumbers Local No. 8 
for trying to protect their established 
wages and working conditions in Sedalia. 


In vague and general terms, we were 
warned it was “ dangerous,” “ ill-advised” 
and “ risky” to request union members to 
withhold their business from a bank that 
contracted non-union labor to build its 
facilities. It was even suggested that the 
bank was the real friend of the “ working 
man,” while union members were only 
interested in “economics.” 


Not that it is any of the paper’s business, 
but if an editorial is written, it should at 
least be accurate. In fact, there is nothing

involved. Bank depositors are protected by 
the F.D.I.C. whether all union members or 


non-union members patronize it. The only 
one affected are those who make their 
money from the bank’s profits. When a 
bank determines that it will increase its 
profits by building new facilities with 
unorganized, underpaid labor, we believe 
union members should not allow the bank 
to 
use their money to destroy the 
conditions that helped earn it. 


In a peaceful, lawful manner, we have 
asked those who agree with us to join in a 
protest to the bank. We see nothing 
“dangerous” or “ risky” about this. If this 
paper wants to perform a real service 
regarding 
“ exorbitan t 
costs 
of 
construction,” perhaps it will favor us with 
a comment on rising land prices and 
interest rates.

A conservative view 
Political right is cooling to ‘honeymoon’

WASHINGTON — One hesitates to say 
that the honeymoon is over, but let’s face 
it: After three weeks the honeymoon is 
wearing 
thin. 
The 
rapture 
cools. 
Conservatives are asking what’s with Jerry 
Ford? 


When Ford came off 
the bench to replace the 
departed Nixon, conser­ 
vatives looked upon the 
prospect and found it 
good. Congressional Quar 
terly, the highly respect­ 
ed political reporting ser­ 
vice, confirmed their ex­ 
pectations. A study of 
Ford’s record in the 
House 
justified 
CQ’s 
introductory 
headline: 
“ Gerald 
Ford: 
A 
New 
Conservative President .”

The record book disclosed that Ford 
consistently had voted well to the right of 
center. Back in 19 6 0, he scored a perfect 
100 per cent in support of the conservative 
coalition in the House. In 19 73, his last year 
in the House, he stuck with the coalition on 
three of every four roll calls in which the 
coalition appeared. Conservatives tended 
to identify Ford with Such delightful if 
unsuccessful ventures as the impeachment 
of 
Justice 
Douglas. 
He 
voted 
with 
organized labor on only 19 of 128 key votes 
in his 25 years in the House. 


What has become of the Ford we used to 
know? 


In these past three weeks, our new 
conservative President has: (1) called for 
leniency for draft-dodgers, (2) reversed his 
position on Rhodesian chrome, (3) played 
footsie 
with 
the 
Black 
Caucus, 
(4) 
nominated Nelson Rockefeller for vice 


president, (5) plumped for national health 
insurance, (6 ) endorsed the Equal Rights 
Amendment, (7) met with George Meany, 
and 
(8) 
made 
happy talk with the 
Teamsters’ Frank Fitzsimmons. 


On the other hand, he has: (1) vetoed two 
bad but inconsequential bills, (2) made a 
couple of gestures toward economy, and (3) 
chatted with Sen. Strom Thurmond and 
signed a bill with Rep. Philip Crane. 


We are reminded of Prince Hal’s 
reaction to Falstaff’s bill at the inn: “O, 
monstrous! But one half-penny worth of 
bread to this intolerable deal of sack!” 
Growls! Groans! Expletives deleted! 


Certain political realities, of course, have 
to be taken into account. As congressman 
from the Fifth District of Michigan, Ford 
was accountable chiefly 
to his own 
conservative constituency. He is now 
President of all the people. He is also the 


visible head of the Republican party and its 
almost certain nominee for president in 
19 76 . If the GOP is to survive as a viable 
political organism, it has to appeal beyond 
us Gold water types. Everyone understands 
this. 


But one would like to say to the new 
skipper, as he goes veering off to port: 
Whoa! Easy! Veer to port gently! Let us 
not jibe; let us tack slowly instead. 


Taken one by one, Ford’s leftward 
overtures 
are 
not 
so 
alarming. 
Conservatives can live with the choice of 
Nelson Rockefeller. Closely scrutinized, 
Ford’s remarks on amnesty are not 
extreme. It makes political sense for this 
Republican President to smile upon labor, 
women and 
blacks. 
What mars the 
honeymoon is the collective impact of all 
these gestures coming at once. 


It was not necessary, for example, for 


Ford to whip it up for the Equal Rights 
Amendment. 
The ratification of this 
constitutional time-bomb is quite simply 
none of a president’s business; it is now the 
business of the states. Back in 19 71, when 
the House voted on this proposal, Ford was 
“ paired for.” Since then, a great many 
reservations 
have 
arisen 
about 
the 
unknown consequences that may develop 
at law if the amendment is adopted. Ford 
didn’t need to get into this act. 


There used to be a comic-strip character 
— was it in Andy Gump? — whose working 
motto was, “ I bruise easy, but I heal 
quick.” 
Conservative Republicans 
are 
suffering these days from deep purple 
welts; we hurt all over. A few healing 
gestures toward the neglected right would 
be gratefully received.

The sta te bo rro wed 6*4 ex ecutiv es fro m 
33 Misso uri co m pa nies and put them to 
wo rk study ing sta te o peratio ns in o ffices 
thro ugho ut Misso uri fo r the past six 
mo nths.

WASHINGTON (AP) — With the co n­ 
tro v ersial quo tas being dumped, the nex t 
Demo cratic Natio nal Co nv entio n figures 
to be a different scene fro m the o ne 
which split the party in 1972. 
If the delegatio ns being assembled fo r 
this y ear’s minico nv entio n are any 
guide, there will be fewer wo men and mi­ 
no rity gro up members inv o lv ed fo r so me 
time to co me. 
Of the delegates selected so far fo r the 
December party co nference in Kansas 
City , o nly abo ut 11 per cent are black, 
co mpared to 15 per cent at the 1972 
Miami Beach co nv entio n which no minat­ 
ed Geo rge McGo v ern fo r president. 
The figure fo r wo men so far is abo ut 33 
per cent, co mpared to 39 per cent in 1972, 
altho ugh this may pick up with heav y fe­ 
male representatio n ex pected in the y et- 
to -be-selected New Yo rk and Califo rnia 
delegatio ns. 
But the biggest dro p is amo ng peo ple 
under 30, who in 1972 acco unted fo r 20 per 
cent o f the delegates. They will make up 
o nly 2 per cent this y ear. 
Delegates fo r the mini-co nv entio n are 
being selected under the same rules 
which will be used fo r filling the 1976 pre­ 
sidential no minating co nv entio n. 
The big difference, o ther than the 
lesser glamo r o f a no n-presidential y ear, 
is that the quo tas are go ne. They re­ 
quired that wo men and mino rities be 
represented in delegatio ns in the same 
pro po rtio n in which they appeared in the 
electo rate. 
In o rder to meet the quo ta rules, lo cal 
parties had to go o ut and get delegates 
fro m mino rity gro ups and see to it they 
went to the co nv entio n in the pro per 
numbers. 
But many faithful party wo rkers and 
o fficials who o therwise wo uld hav e been 
delegates were left at ho me to make 
ro o m fo r the mino rities. While ev ery o ne 
was in fav o r o f o pening up the party , few 
were anx io us to do it by giv ing up their 
o wn seats. 
The quo tas were eliminated o v er the 
past two y ears by party o rganizatio ns. 


This y ear the regulars are co ming 
back and regaining their po wer in place 
o f mino rity newco mers, who under the 
rules still must be welco med but no t 
recruited, as under the quo tas. 


The new pro gram is called “ af­ 
firmativ e actio n,” which means lo cal 
parties must enco urage mino rity 
participatio n. But the test o f the rules is 
ho w hard they try and no t the result.

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) — The 
U N. law o f the sea co nference ended its 
sessio n here Thursday and preparatio ns 
began fo r a new meeting in Genev a to re­ 
ach agreement o n a glo bal treaty go v ern­ 
ing use and pro tectio n o f the o ceans. 
The 10-week Caracas meeting clo sed 
with few tangible signs o f pro gress, aside 
fro m the o ptimism o f so me delegates 
that a sea treaty can be nego tiated and 
beco me a reality nex t y ear. 
The U.N. timetable calls fo r regio nal 
and bilateral meetings to wo rk o n issues 
prio r to the Genev a sessio n, which will 
begin March 17 and last thro ugh May 3, 
o r May 10 if necessary . The resulting 
treaty wo uld be signed nex t summer in 
Caracas. 
The largest internatio nal meeting in 
histo ry ended o n a quiet no te with a 
mo rning plenary sessio n dev o ted to ac­ 
cepting repo rts fro m three wo rking co m­ 
mittees, hearing statements fro m re­ 
gio nal gro ups and thanking Venezuela 
fo r its ho spitality . 
Many o f the estimated 5 ,000 delegates 
and o bserv ers representing 148 natio ns 
already had left this tro pical capital, 
where the sessio n o pened J une 20. 
Co nference President Hamilto n 
Amerasinghe o f Sri Lanka urged that na­ 
tio ns restrain themselv es fro m taking 
unilateral actio n o n issues under ne­ 
go tiatio n at the sea co nference, but ad­ 
mitted that it wo uld be unreaso nable “ to 
ex pect go v ernments to ex ercise infinite 
patience.” 
Sev eral delegatio ns, including the 
United States and Canada, urged Wed­ 
nesday that no unilateral actio n be taken

He’s stage-trained and still 
loves the theater. Actually, 
early in his career he had a 
chance to come to Hollywood 
but chose to stay with “ Sweet 
Bird of Youth,” where he 
understudied Paul Newman. 
“ I wanted a chance to play 
the Newman role, Chance 
Wayne.” he says, “and I 
passed 
up 
a 
seven-year 
contract. At the time, I was 
making $125 a week, more 
money thatn I had ever made 
acting. The offer was for $400 
a week. 
“ I remember talking with 
Paul Newman, when I was 
trying to make my decision. 
He said the offer wouldn’t 
really help me and maybe it 
would hurt me. Also, he said, 
if I was really good, it would 
happen for me.” 
Ron told his agent of his 
decision. The movie company

Ron went back to 
Newman and told him of this.

“I’m not going to supply 
any panacea, not even a 
middle-of-the-road 
panacea.

“Those soldiers were in­ 
doctrinated. Anyone in a

Kramer said he is no 
a p o l o g i s t for Cal ley, 
although the two men have 
become acquainted since the 
trial. The director has long 
been fascinated with trials, 
and he went to Calley’s with 
the intention of staying one 
day. He remained for five 
weeks.

K ram er rem arked. “He said 
he’ll be up for parole in 
January. Is he bitter? I don’t 
think so. He has m atured a 
lot through the whole ex­ 
perience.” 


K ram er has a history of 
dealing with seemingly un­ 
popular issues. He treated 
bigotry in “ Home of the 
B rave” and “The Defiant 
Ones,” war crim es in “Judg­ 
ment at N urem burg,” nu­ 


clear disaster in “On the 
Beach,” thought control in 
“Inherit the Wind.” 


“I lost with ‘Nuremburg,’ 
‘On the Beach,’ ‘Inherit the 
Wind’ and Ship of Fools,”’ 
he remarked. “‘The Defiant 
Ones’ (Sidney Poitier, Tony 
Curtis) made money and so
